She is fond of poetry, but her 
dearest treasures are the four Gos- 
pels printed in raised letters, sent 
to her by a missionary. Within a 
little more than a year, this deaf- 
blind girl has learned to knit, and 
now and then does plain knillinjr 
asapMSlime. She also sews a lit- 
tle, but she is so fond of reading 
that she gives little attention to 
either of tliese aceomplishinents. 

Orris Benson is eighteen, and this 
is his story as told by Mr. Chirrier : 

Orris Benson lost both siglit and 
hearing wtien a child of three, the 
iiireet r^ause of his affliction Iviufi 
spinal meningitiH In the fall of 
18K'.>, he was lirouglit to the New 
York Institution for the IiLstruciij^ii 
of the Deaf and Duinl), and plaeetT 
in the male kindervarleii at the 
Mansion House. At the lime of 
admission, the t)Oy had no lemein- 
l>rance of the general ai)pearan(e 
of persons or thin>.'S, lull had a 
somewhat indistinct idea of black 
and white. The first word he 
learned to Hj>ell by means of tlie 
manual alpiiabet was " key," the 
obj<'et Ixing placed in his hand 
previously. Tlten, little tiy little, 
step V)y step, he learned the nameh 
of other common oigecls. In the 
sa'n" slow, tedious way, he was lat- 
er taught the ehmen's of speech. 
The strain UfK)n his brain was so 
great that he was not rx^jiiired to 
do much at any one time. The 
task of learning gradually V)eeam< 
les-if arduous, and in time, he could 
understand ea.sy conversation and 
compose a lew simple sentences. 

After treing transferred to the 
main building, he was tauiiht to 
converse by speech. He now trene- 
rally makes use of this accomplish- 
ment when with hearing persons 
with whom he is acquaintirl. He 
shows great fondness for history 
Accounts of the heroic exploits of 
the makers of the nation ar<;use 
him to such an extend that h& has 
several times expressed reuret that 
he cannot be a soldier He al.so en- 
joys studying geography with the 
help of raisefJ mapn. After (ietliri}; 
a clear idea of numbers he began 
the study of arithmetic, but as yet 
h" is nf>t far advanced in thi.'- 
branch. Modelling in clay and 
wood-carving sei-in to fas<'inate 
liirn. Fie is especially anixous to 
excel in the latter art and has made 
from description a remarkable 
model of Grant's lomli. At honn- 
he sometimes assists his father, who 
IS a carpenter. Last Summer he 
helped a friend during the haying 
season, an'l was quite elated when 
called upon to pitch hay in place of 
another workman.

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ALEXANT>KR MELVILLE BKLL KX- 
I'l .SCHEMEOFLINGUISITIC

Alexander .Melville Hell ex[)|-,iiii- 
ed his system of visible speech to 
the New York 'IVaehcrs of Or>it;ory 
and their friends in the assembly 
room of the Berkeley School last 
night. " Any linguisilc sound," he 
said, "can be written in the sym- 
bols of the scheme. All ttiat visible 
speech wants toixicome popularized 
is age. It must come into general 
use after a while." 

In writing the symbols of Mr. 
Bell's system vowels are represent- 
ed by variations of I lif. straight line, 
which typifies the voice; consonanls 
lie depicted by VJiriations of the 
curve, symbolizing the tongue. 
Soun<ls, not words, are recorded, so 
^hat men of a thousaml yens hence 
will be aide to ascertain through 
this medium not only the grammar 
of a language, but also the intona- 
tion. The linguistic symliols are 
represented by (i;iures on a' chart, 
,ind thes<! fi;;ures can be used in 
sendiufj telegraphic messages. 

In '.he alphabet that has been 
compiled there are thirty-six vowels 
and forty-eight consonants. Le.un- 
ing the system is not merely practic- 
able, but" simple, Mr. Bell declares. 
The invention of the alphabet was 
the result of many years of study 
on the part of philologists and 
scientists. Internationtl conven- 
tions wore held to diseii.ss the sub- 
ject of a universal code of writing 
symbols, and the last one, that of 
18.54, decided that il: was impossilih 
to find a distinctive sifiii f i cvry 
sound of speech. 

Mr. Hell's talk Wiis suppleniiMitol 
by a brief speech by his .son, Alex- 
ander Graham Bell, inventor of the 
telephone and photophono.. He 
aiid that his father's system was 
better known l>y s^Mciitis's and 
idocutionists abroad than by tiios^t 
in America, becHUse its u.se in this 
country had been principally in 
teachinif the deaf and dumb.- 
Neir V ,rl- Times, F'h. Ui. 
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Tests made in Detroit give promise 
that sirminsr, with some degree of 
aecuraey, may be taught to deaf 
children. The experiments were 
made under the direction of the 
sii[>eri isor of music in the publie 
schools. The children wereiralher- 
ed around a piano, resting their 
hands, anri in. some cases their arm.s, 
upon the instrument. Aftr-r the 
instrument had been played for a 
time the children began to^count in 
correct time with the music, catch 
\\vx the accentuation of beats 
throutfh the vibration of the wood 
Occasionally a child would seem to 
prouress beyond the mere lesprui'-e 
to time, and count aloud with some 
approximation to the tune. W^hen 
this fact was observed l>y the 
teacher, the pupils were told to re- 
peat the words, "baby, baby," 
over and over, and at the same time 
a lullai)y was played on the piano. 
In a short time it was noticed that 
nearly all the cliildren with whom 
the experiment was tried indicated 
the air with more or less disliner- 
nesH. Still another exp'rimeni 
as tri(>d l)V singing the scale into 
'he ear of a >>oy anrI playing it on 
the piano. After a few trials the 
pupil wasaVde to sound the noten 
as well as could mady children with 
unimpaired hearing — Phila.

The 
properly in the suit was left plan- 
tiff by his mother, subject to life 
tenancy by courtesy of plaintiff's 
father. 

I'laintilT can only converse wilh 
his finuers. He claims that March 
2!i, 18^7, <luriiig the absence of hin 
wife. Mrs. Libbie f>, Elliott and fier 
husband, Charles Elliott, visiled 
plaintiff' ami through fraud and de- 
ceit got him to deed away his i-eal 
estate, claiming that by signing 
ct-rtain jiapers, whieh afterwards 
turned out to be a deed of every 
things he possessed, [daint iff would 
prev(!nt his father from taking his 
property from him, would have the 
life use of it, and at his death it 
would go to his wife. He was cau- 
tioned not to lelj his relatives alioti I 
th(< tran.saeiion. 

Plaintiff kept the matter as"cret, 
but about ten days ago. after an 
absence of nearly six years, the 
father learned of the transaction 
and fully informed his son as to 
whal he had done.

Professor Rollin C. Wooster, of 
Newark, N. J., has discovered a 
new chemical that promises lo bo as 
interestinuas liquid air, which thus 
far hHS lieeii considered tho most 
astonishing substance ever pro- 
duced. 

It is a kind of ainmonia salt which 
quickly freezes water, milk and 
other liquids, as if by a juggler's 
magic. 

All other means of making arti- 
ficial cold and nd'ri^eration so far 
discovered are very expensive. 

Li<|iiid air, which has so startled 
the seientificr world during; the [last. 
two years with its temperature of 
/il^ degrei'S below zero, requires an 
exceedingly ex|)ensive plant to man- 
ufacture. 

It is also HO dangerous that it can 
only be handled by an expert.. It 
is so perishable also that it cannot 
be kept for more than a day, or 
two days at the longest. 

'I'he ordinary ice-making process 
by ammonia is also ex[)eiisive, and 
takes sixty hours, Ol Iwoaiida half 
days, to make a l)lo(d{ of ice a foot 
thick. 

But Professor Wooster has (Hun- 
biiied certain chemicals into a salt 
by whndi any housewife in her 
kitrdien can accom]»lisli as remark- 
able results as sidentists have Ireeii 
able to do in their laboiatories with 
lirpiid air. 

This new marvel of chemistry 
looks like common salt, and is as 
harmless. 

But a curious fact is thai this new 
salt is indestructiVjIe. 

The water in which it is dissolved 
can be evaporated and the salt can 
be used over and over airain 
liundreds of times. 

The mere act of dissolving is what 
proiliices 'he lo-veriiifr of leinper- 
ature. 

By this 111* ii...^ a cooU can m.-ike 
icecream in a few minutes as easily 
as she now makes an (udinary pud- 
ding, withoiU usin({ any ico what- 
ever. 

Or she can freeze a bhwk of ice to 
put into her refrigerator in twenty 
minutes. 

The intensely cold liquid- which 
has produced the ice can then be 
s<d, aside in a pan. In twenty-four 
hours the water will have evapor- 
ated, leaving tho <dear white salt 
in the bottom of the pan, whi<di can 
1)1! used for rei»eatinglhei<'(Mnaking, 
icecream freezing, or water cooling 
operation a^aiii. 

One supply of salt will nuike ice- 
creani and ice for the refrigerator 
and for ice water all sninmer long. 

Some interesting "expirimeniK 
were made al tho inventor's 
•alriratory al No. 100 New Street, 
Newark, last week. 

Atlhebeginingof tho experiinents 
the salt was poured out of a can 
ui)on a tabl(>. 

As il lay there in a glistening 
white heap any one but a chemisl 
would have called it coinnion salt 

It was odorless and could be 
handled without injury to the skin 
of the han<l. 

A glass jar was then filled with a 
pint of water. Into this was then 
dioppetl half a jroiind of the Malt, 
whicli qiiicky dissolved. The wa- 
ter, wlii(!h a moment before had n-- 
(risteied fJO degrees as it came from 
the faucet, dropped in thirty se- 
conds to a tem[)eratiire of 20 ile- 
i;rees. 

A small glas^ube, such as chein 
ists use, had been filh'd wiihcrcani 
with the usual flavoring' and sw<'et- 
ening used in preparing cream for 
the freezer 

The small glass tube filled wilh 
tho cream was to serve as an ex- 
ample oil a small s<!ale of how ice- 
cream could be made without ii^', 
t)y the new eheinieal process 

The tube was placed in Ihe jar 
of colli liquid and a stritrt eye kejit 
upon a watch to seethe time requir- 
Qd for freezing. 

In the ordinary ico cream freezer 
it iisiiall.v requires twenty minutes of 
turning the crank before the cream 
ticKins to stilteii. 'I'he mixture is 
then allowed to stand for an hour to 
makeitr(uite hard. The tempera- 
ture of the mixture of common aa't 
and inidting ice in the oiiliiiary ice 
cream fr"ezer is about 2H dej;n«es. 

This is only four decrees bc^fore 
the freezing point of water. Il iia- 
hirally reciiiires considerable time 
for four degrees oi frost to freeze a 
quantity of cream. But by this 
new process a thermometer whicdi 
was pbiceil in the jar showed that a 
steady lenip'ralure of 20 deifrees 
was maintained while the lube of 
cream was immersed in the solu- 
tion. In two miimtes by the 
watch, crystals of ic(> beiran to form 
on the top of the eream in the 
lutie. In four minutes, the top of 
Ihe tube was entirely frfizen ov<>r. 
Two minntcH mor(« wei-e allowed to 
elapse to make sure th.il the eream 
was frozen Ihoroiichly 

'I'he tiilie was then niin.Md. Hy 
passing the hand up and down the 
lube several limes the frozen cream 
was loosened aioiind the ^ides. 
Then tlie (irettiest little hard round 
slick of ice crr-am slid out of the 
tube and was cauitht in the 
operator's hand. Instead of being 
soft and mushy as ice cream 
usually is, it was us solid as an 
ici(d(^ and as brittle. VYhen plarted 
between the te»'th if had lo be 
criinr-hed like ice. A confectioner 
would say thai this was a defect, 
that ice cream should not be froze;i 
so hard, and should be sliired to 
keep it soft. 



This is true enough, but the ob- 
ject of the experiment was to show 
how quickly and .solidly cieain 
could be frozen without ice. 

II would, of course, be easy en- 
ouj.di to makci the cream of the right 
decree of softness py using less of 
the salt in the solution. 

Professor Wooster suggests that 
this can easily be done by sett ins a 
bowl of criNiin in a tin pan filh'd 
with the salt solution and stirring 
the cream with a spoon till tho re- 
<iuir-»d stiffness is reached. 

In this way ice cream can be 
made as easily and quickly as an 
ordinary pudding, without any of 
the troulde of chopjiing ice for a 
freezer, mixiti}: il wilh salt and 
(diiirning for half an hour. 

In Professor Wooster's laboratory 
anothcM' lest was made with the cold 
liquid solution. A tube of water 
an iiudi and a half through was 
frozen solid in just four minutes. 

When this was done the professor 
showed how a twenty-pound block 
of ice (!f)iild be froz(>n for a refrige- 
rator. He brought out a pail with a 
can set inside of il, mindi like a 
common ice cream fit^'zer, heaving a 
space between tlie inner and outer 
receiitade. This was to be filled 
with the salt solution. Tests had 
shown that when this was filled, the 
innercan filled with watei could bo 
frozen solid in twenty to thirty 
minutes. This made a twenty- 
pound block of ice wdiich could be 
[)ut into a refrigerator. 

When this was done the sail solu- 
tion was ilrawn off into a pan and 
put upon a tras stove. In half an 
liour the water had been evaporat- 
<!(! and a half inch crust of white 
salt lined the bottom of the pan. 

Professor Wooster's laboratory is 
an interesting;; room, which looks 
mori! like a kitchen than a scicmtist's 
place of discovery of one of the 
strangest secrets of lature. 

At one («nd is a big gas stove, on 
which tliriM' huge pans can be set 
al a time for " boiling down" tlio 
salt. 

On one side of the room is a long, 
wide slndf, lik<^a car|)enter's jilaiio- 
iiig lalile. liut to distinguish it 
from a woodworker's shop is a mar- 
velous array of bottles of all shapes 
and sizes, and filled wilh the most 
in.vsterions compounds. Th(>re are 
idiemists' graduating glasses, test 
lubes of every foim, ^lass thermo- 
meters for testing fiuids. 

At the other end of the room on 
I wo lii(fh shelves are a curious 
a-sortnieiit of receptncles, made of 
tin, zinc and copper, of every 
coiieeivable sliai)e, whi(di Professor 
Wooster has experimented with for 
finding the best metals and moulds 
to use in freezing liquids. 

One of these is a fish and another 
a mould for casiieg a little Vetuis 
de Milo statue in ice cream. 

These two devices Professor 
Wooster has been usinj; for the past 
month or I wo at his home to surprise 
his gu(»sts try serving up ice (ireani, 
sherbets and frozen fruits in odil 
forms. 

There are any number of surprises 
of this sort that can be pre7)ared by 
this new process. Hut Professor 
WooHler has had a niiicli more 
serious object than of preparing 
surprises for his friends. 

His purixise has been to devise a 
chemical that would lake the place 
of ice in trojiieal (!ountries and at 
sea, wdiere ice is difficult or inqios- 
silile to \i^,\ , 

In this he believes that he has now 
succeeded. Ho has also been using 
this new salt toward relieving hu- 
man suffering liy applying it to 
feveie<l parts of the body, as iu 
sunstroke, headache, congestion of 
b'ood in head in epih^jtsy ami other 
complaints where a cold subslance 
is needed quickly, and when ice 
cannot be obtained. 

There apiiear to be many other 
possibilities of usefulness of Pro- 
fessor Wooster's discovery, whiidi 
will be demonsi rated as furl tier 
tests are made. — N. V. 'Journal.

For cfml lilies the Passion I'lay 
has attracted much attentioii^in the 
old world. It has been enacted 
solely as a reli/fious ri^ht. At 
Oberammerjiua. in Bavaria, it has 
been an established institntion for 
ON'eraccnUiiy. Atone time a pla;riie 
afllieted thaf district and the people 
vowed tliat if the plajrue would 
simre Ihem, they would enact the 
Passion Play once vtivU ten years. 
The jilajj;ue was staye<l, and since 
(hat time Hie humbl(> ])eo)>le of 
()lierammcri;ua hive k(>pt their 
word. Pracncally the whole vil- 
latre takes part in the l))ay, and 
people are attracted theie from till 
over Europe. This season it will 
be fjiveii at Oberammerniia iiyain. 
As Ileal ly every one knows, the Pas- 
sion I'biy is a represe.it-ation of the 
chief seenes in Christ's life, be- 
irinniiiff witli his birtli and closino- 
with the Ascen.iion. Seveial years 
ajjo the Passion Play was re|)ro- 
diiccil before the Cinemalonraph, 
and for two years it htis been re- 
liroiliKM'd at the Kden Miisee during 
lln< Lent(>n season. It is now Va-iiiy 
shown at the Mu,see twice each day, 
once at three in thi^ afternoon and 
aKaiii at nine in the evening. One 
hour is occupied by the 100,000 
pictures which flash upon the screen 
at the rate of thirty a second. The 
pictures begin with tlu* Shepherds 
walehiiig (heir flocks by night, 
when the star ajipears which guides 
them to the Saviour. Several scones 
of ('liiist's early life are shown, and 
(hen the Sermon on (he Mount, (he 
Last Supper, tin* Iviss of .Itidas, toe 
Trial before Pilate, (he March with 
the Cmss, flnally the ('ruciflxitm, 
tin* resurrection and the Ascension. 
In one of the scenes is shown Christ 
Blessing Little Childicn, and in an- 
other is shown the liaising of L.a- 
7,aius. The i»ictures are accom- 
panied by organ miisie and a full 
choii-. In addition an Orator de- 
livtM's a short lecture upon each 
clil(*f event, while (he scenes an* 
apparently takin« place b(*fore the 
spectatois. This reproduction of 
lh<* Piission Play has received the 
almost universal appioval of clergy- 
ni(*n and church |)eople of all de- 
nomiiiiitioiis. It is made a sohMun 
alTair, and many of the spectators 
are at times moved to tears. At 
the other hours afternoon and even- 
ing, moving pictures of a ligh((>r 
v<>in arc shown, including the 
latest views from S .iilli Afiica, and 
mysterious and cumie pictures from 
:ill parts of the world. Concerts 
are given each afternoon and even- 
ing, and iM'.iouK the wax groups 
ihei't* ate hundr(Mls of le-w and in- 
teresting featuies.

Mr. Editor : — Two years ago 1 
had the pleasure of making a tho- 
rough inspection of (he (tallaudet 
Home for Blind, Aged and Inlirm 
Deaf-Mutes, and was very ranch 
Vileased with the provisions made 
for the comfoit of the unfortunate 
people to whom it had given a 
refuge. As a missionary, I have 
visited county poorhouses whert> 
deaf people have found apologies 
for homes, and can speak from 
per.sonal knowledge of (he hmeli- 
ness and neglec( from which they 
suffer. In (he Gallaudet Home the 
deaf had a refuge in ease of blind- 
ness, age or infirmity, for which 
they miiiht well thank God The 
deslruction of the Home by fire 
deprives Ihe deaf ol this great 
bl(*ssing, and to-day ihere is no 
place to which the unfordinate deaf 
C!in go except (he county houses. 
None of us can foresee the vicissi- 
tudf^s ^if the future oranlicipatethe 
strange reversals of rortune (ha( 
may come (o the happiest and mo.st 
[)rosperous of us, so (he question of 
i-ebiulding the Home is one that 
very do.sely concerns every deaf 
man and woman in the Stale, We 
may all devondy hope that the 
occasion will never arise to compel 
us to take advantag-i of the benefits 
freely offeiiHl by the Home, Init as 
long as the Home exists it will be a 
source of eimifort to know that, 
whatever may happen, it stands 
between us and the dreaded counly 
almshouse. The' Gallaudet Home 
should be rebuilt, and that speed- 
ily. 

In spite of his splendid vitality, 
Dr. Gallaudet is now an old man, 
and there is thrown upon his 
shoulders a task which might well 
appal a mu.'h younger man. But it is 
necessary that he should undertake 
the task, for only the man wlui con- 
ceived the plan al^L almost single 
handed, built the Home, can raise 
it once more from its ashes. In the 
work of restoration Dr. (iallaudet 
de.serves, and will absolutely re- 
quire, the sympathy and eo-opera- 
titm of the deaf. The larger part 
of the money needed to restore the 
Home will come from (he hearing, 
and if the deaf will show a com- 
mendable cndiu.siasm in (he work 
of reluiilding, the help of the hear- 
ing will not be lacking. But if the 
deaf them-selves are neither willing 
to take an in(erest in (!»• work, not 
make personal saciities for i(, it is 
absurd to expect outside aid. 
Further, in view of (he frequently 
expressed claims of the deal to in- 
dependence of, and equality with, 
the hearing, to permit the hearini: 
(o assume the entire burden wimld 
be in questionaVile taste. 

The deaf wi(hout doubt can 
easily raise a very considerable 
amount, if a proper plan of raising 
money is adopted. The initiative, 
however, mu.st be taken by the deaf 
of New York City. There seems to 
be no way of securing sadsfactory 
results u;;le8s the movement in- 
cludes the whole slate, and has the 
confidence and enthusiasm of nuni 
bers, and the unity of effort can 
come only through action by the 
deaf of the meti-opolis, followed by 
corresponding action on the pat( of 
the deaf in the other laiger eides. 

Permit me to suggest that the 
deaf of New York City, irrespective 
of creed or iiali( nali(y, come to- 
ge(her in a public meeting, and 
select H committee to take charge 
of the work of raising money for 
the rebuilding of (he Home. Le( 
the committee invite condibudons 
from all parts of the State, ami let 
the work be done as syslemadcally 
as was with the cause with (he Gal- 
laudet Monument Fund. I do not 
doubt that hearty eo-oi>eradoii 
will be forthcoming from all imris 
of the State, and as far as that imrt 
ofthe Stale is concerned in which 
my own peculiar work lies, I can 
piwitively pledge such co-operation. 
1 have already sent to Dr. Gallaudet 
a small sum liontribnted by the 
deaf of Albany and Troy, an(l ho|ie 
to largely increase the aniouni in 
(he near futuie. 

There has been so mutili criticism 
of men and iiic(hods (»f late iu New 
York City, (hat the present state of 
affairs offers an opportunity to show 
how such matters should be manag- 
ed which the critics cannot ctm- 
sistendy afford to ne;rlect.
